Paris, March 14.—President Wilson,
returning to the peace conference af-
ter his trip to the United States, ar-
rived in Paris shortly after noon to-
day. The president’s train, which had
been delayed, reached the Invalides
station at 12:07 o’clock.

The demonstration attending the
president’s arrival in Paris for his sec-
ond visit lacked the magnitude of that
upon the occasion of his initial appear
ance last December.
